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Preface 


This  publication  presents  information  on  the  caseloads  of 
the  Provincial  Courts,  excluding  the  Civil  Division. 

It  is  produced  each  quarter,  with  the  information  presented 
on  a  year  to  date  basis.  The  data  in  this  publication 
covers  the  period  of  April  1st,  1987  to  March  31st,  1988. 

As  you  are  aware,  S.C.O.E.A.  was  implemented  July  1,  1987 
across  the  province.  One  piece  of  data  collected  from  the 
Family  Court  offices  is  dollar  value  of  maintenance  monies 
collected  and  the  amount  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  Ontario 
and  Municipal  Welfare.  With  the  implementation  of  S.C.O.E.A., 
the  direction  of  payments  changed.  The  figures  represented 
in  Table  III. 11  reflect  the  monies  processed  through  the 
Family  Court  offices.  They  include  all  garnishments,  payments 
on  support  orders  made  prior  to  July  1,  1987  and  not  included 
in  the  S.C.O.E.A.  programme,  and  payments  on  support  orders 
made  after  July  1,  1987  where  the  creditor  opted  out  of  the 
S.C.O.E.A.  programme.  This  table  does  not  include  maintenance 
payments  processed  through  S.C.O.E.A.
